When he pulled back the lever they drop- 
ped out and he held his hand below and 
took them. He also looked inside the gun; 
I saw him do so, He was at the stern of 
the gun and be bent over aud looked into 
the breech, to see that there was nothing 
lofvin. He then put down the cover and 
dust-plato, and wont away, Duceased and 
I covered the gun again, with the usual 
canvas cuver. 1 was standjog at the breeoh 
and he at the muzzle, After it wascovered 
wo both weat to pull up the iron port, in the 
sh p’s side; I had hold of the port at one 
aide and he the other, The lover of the 
gun (ou the right sido of it) waa jammed 
agamst the port and prevented ita being 
Properly closed, ao T stooped under the gun 
aud pushed the lever home. That fired the 
gun. The gua was then facing right for- 
ward, and the doovased -wae standing at the 
muzzle 10 close the gun-port in the ship’a 
side. Deceased was atruck, ataguered back 
and fell. He did not cry out, Tho doctor 
came, and the doceased was takon away. I 
should huve mentioned that before covering 
the gun we trained it inboard; it went off 
after we bad covered it, When I-went to
